The ſaid Author makes a great many Apologies for

This Committee of Safety, we are told, conſiſt- 
ed, for the moſt part, of Officers of the Army, and 
their Creatures, into which our Author ſays he 
enliſted himſelf for the Public Good: And the firſt 
Thing we find they did, was to publiſh a Declara- 
tion from the Army, with the Grounds and Reaſons 
of their late Proceeding. About this Time, alſo, 
came a Letter from General Monte, to thoſe Offi- 
cers of the Army, declaring his Diſſatisfaction, and 
of thoſe that were with him, on the late Turn of 
Affairs. This was the firſt Smoke perceived of that 
Fire, which ſoon after broke out to ſome Purpoſe. 
And ſince the Form of theſs Letters (for there were 
three of them) are yet preſerved in a Pamphlet of

The Committee of Safety eafily foreſaw, by the 
Purport of theſe Letters, what an Hurricane from 
the North was coming upon them ; and therefore 
caſt about, with all their Cunning, to prevent the 
evil Conſequences of ſuch a Storm.

Then the Lord Fleetwood ſpoke as follows: 


c W E are once more to wait upon you, truly en 


with Deſire and ſincere Intentions, that 
there may be a right Underſtanding between thoſe 
in Authority in this City, and the Armies of theſe 
Nations, as hath formerly been, and that they may 
ſtill remain an united Body; for the Common Enemy 
labours all he can to ruin and deſtroy both; and 
their only Means to accompliſh their Deſign is 
Diviſion; and there is nothig ſo much as that can 
diſunite old Friends. 

The City and Army had once the Happineſs to 
eſteem one another as Friends; but now if an 
thing give Occaſion of Diſtruſt, it will prejudice 
the Cauſe. You know this poor Army the Lord 
hath been pleaſed to make uſe of as an Inſtrument 
to preſerve our Peace, ſo often attempted againſt : 
And we ſhould render ourſelves to be unworthy of 
the Name of Friends, if we ſhould. ſeek ourſelves, 
and not the Good of this poor Nation, and to get 
Rule and Dominion to ourſelves, and ſtand not to 
our Principles. Theſe Things are frequent Diſ- 
courſes; but if we had that Guilt which is caſt 
upon us, we would not appear in ſo Honourable an 
Aſſembly. I dare ſay our Deſign is God's Glory: 
We have gone in untrodden Paths, but God hatn 
led us into Ways, which, if we know our own 
Hearts, we have no baſe or unworthy Deſign in. 
Turnings and Changes are not pleaſing to us; we 
have a Love to this Cauſe, and God hath bleſs'd us 
in it. It may appear that we have no Deſign to rule 
over others; we have been raiſed and perſerved to 
this Day upon common Account, and that your 
and our Liberty may not be violated, although we 
bave been cenſured, it hath been the Deſign of cur 
Hearts, if we appear deſigning, to be no other than 
for the Good of this Nation. We ſhall not want 
Enemies ; but God will fight with us; let our 
Friends bear with us and obſerve the Event. 
Nothing hath been more dear to us, than when 
God hath appeared to us to continue Friendſhip and

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Threr-fechom. Peace, that ſo we may be helpful one to another,

Our Enemies know the City hath more Love to 
this Cauſe, than to comply with their ſpecious Pre- 
tences. And whereas ti: is laid to our Charge, that 
we are Enemies to Parliaments! God he knows 
our Deſign is to preſerve the Ends of all Parlia- 
ments and Authority ; and, we hope, fhall never 
appear to take away the Rights we have ſo long 
contended for. The great End of the Common 
Enemy is to ruin the City ; yet, by the Help of 
God, we fhall ſtudy your Prefervation. | We hope 
that there may be a right Underſtanding betwixt the 
Forces in the Northern Expedition; it fhall not be 
wanting in us that the ſame may ſo be. Altho' 
it is our Portion that we cannot be more odious to 


our Friends than we are rendered, concerning the 
Nation's Peace, yet there ſhall be nothing wanting 


in us for the Settlement thereof: I would not have 


you to believe us ſo unworthy Perſons, for we have 
no Deſign, but that Peace, Holineſs, and Juſtice, 
may proſper in this City and Nation.“ 


Laſtly, the Lord Dęſborough made the following

c [ Was unwilling to ſpeak any Thing, fo much 


having been ſpoken by thoſe Honourable Per- 
fons ; but ſomewhat I muſt ſpeak in relation to what 
was hinted, and touching the Commands of the 


Committee of Safety : A great Senſe there is upon 


the Committee of the Difficulties this Nation ſtrug- 
gles under, which are the greater, becauſe the 
Common Enemy is in Forwardneſs to a Birth, and 
Bringing forth.

defend themſelves againſt Lambert, and others, in 
his Abſence, he would not grant it, as being too 
early and dangerous a Step, becauſe his own Men 
were not to be diſobliged : Beſides, the two Ar- 
mies were not yet ſo far exaſperated as to force 


him, in Deſpair, to take in thoſe who were Enemies 


to both. This was a refined Piece of Policy, and 
Ropp'd the Mouths (fays Dr. Price) of the Gene- 
ral's invidious Adverſaries, who were wont to be 
continually prating, as if the Scots Nation would 
ſoon be in Arms againſt them, were they once left 
to themſelves. 


In the mean while the Committee at Wallinford- 
Houſe, as they are often called, were driven to great 
Straits; their Finances were very low, and no 
Means left to raiſe more, but by the Sword ; their 
Army, therefore, muſt be ſoon unpaid, and left to 
Free-Quarter, which Sort of Gueſts. could not be 
endured long. The late diſbanded Parliament, as 
if they foreſaw the Doom, had paſſed an Act to 
make it 2 Treaſon to levy Money without the 
Conſent of Parliament; by which they were en- 
tirely cut out from raiſing any, but by arbitrary 
Proceedings; which they durſt not attempt, for 
fear, in theſe dangerous Times, of diſobliging the 
whole Nation. 


On the other Hand, Monte had got pretty We 
Supplies in Scotland, enough to encourage his Men 
to proceed, and ſeek for better Quarters in the South; 
but the Titne of their marching thither he purpoſely 
delayed, for his Buſineſs was to protract it as much 
as poſſible; which Lambert's InaQtivity at Newcaſtle 


= him great Scope to do. It was certainly this 


eneral's Buſineſs to advance and fall upon Monke 
without Delay; but there he loitered, deſtitute 
both of Money and Authority, when ſudden Action 


was his only true Intereſt. But (ſays the Doctor) ö 
it was the Almighty's good Time to diſappoint the 
Strong, to infatuate their Counſels, and to ſow | 


Seeds of Strife and Diviſion amongſt them. 
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Monte having now had Time to new- model his 
Army to his own Mind, began his March towards 
England, and came to Berwick about the 20th of 
this Month, tho? the News of his ſetting forward 
did not reach London till the the 28th. He had found 
Means to break the Treaty of Pacification, then on 
foot, by deſiring ſome Articles of it to be further 
explained, and abſolutely refuſing to ratify ſome 
others, But ſtill he ſet forward with mighty Pro- 
teſtations of his adhering firmly to the Intereſt of 
the Parliament, as it ſat the 11th of October laſt, 
when Lambert turned them out of Doors. He 
alſo wrote Letters to Fleetwood, full of Compli- 
ments and Expreſſions of his earneſt Deſire of a 
ſpeedy Settlement of the preſent Differences: And 
becauſe he perceived in the Agreement, ſigned by 
Fleetwood, that there were ſome Things remaining 

untreated of, and unagreed upon, it was the Reſo- 
lution of him and his Officers to add two more to 
the Number, to have Conference with the like 
Number to be appointed here, to put a final End to 
the Buſineſs, which he deſired might be as ſoon as 


poſſible. 5 


V pon Conſideration of this Letter, fome of the 
Committee of Safety declared their Opinions, That 
this was only a Delay in Monte to gain Time, and 
be the better prepared for his Deſign to bring in the 
King, and to bring the Army here and their Party 
into more Straits for want of Pay, which he had 
got for his Forces: And therefore adyiſed to fall up- 
on Monde preſently, to bring the Matter to an Iflue, 
before his Soldiers were more confirmed, and Fleet- 
woods Party diſcouraged. But this Advice was not 
taken, but a new Treaty conſented to by Com- 
miſſioners on each Part to be at Neærucaſile. 


December. But to leave theſe fooliſh Treaties, 
which were never deſigned for any thing but to 
amuſe, the General marched his Army from Ber- 
wick to Coldſtream and Kelſo; and here they fixed 
for ſome Time, in Expectation of Events: What 
Lambert, what the excluded Parliament, and what 
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the concealed Lord Fairfax would Ps who hy 
darking in and about York, and Nobody knew what 
to make of him. And now ſays (Dr. Price) we 
fought in Paper, by ſending and receiving Meſſages, 
laying aſide Powder and Shot, as dangerous Things, 
and not fit to be employed againſt Brethren: Yet 
we were not ſo careleſs as to neglect our own Se- 
curity ; for had Lambert marched againſt us thro* 
the Snows, he would have found a Battalion. of 
Horſe and Foot, commanded by Col. Morgan, 
drawn upready to receive him. 

In this Situation we were, (adds the Doctor 
when very comfortable News throng'd in upon us; 
as, That the growing Party in the /ri/þ Army had 


declared for us, and were ready to lend us Aſſiſt- 


ance ; that Portſmouth had opened her Gates to 
Haſilrigge, Morley, and Walton, three of the late 
Parliament's Commiſſioners for governing the Ar- 
my; Col. Ftham, the Governor of it, did this, as 
well in reſpeR to the General, as his Duty to the 
Parliament; that the Fleet under Lawſon had own- 
ed Montes Quarrel againſt the Army; and that 


the dark Lord Fairfax had at laſt unveiled himſelf, 


had raiſed Men, and was to fall upon Lambert's 


Rear, ſhould he advance againſt Montes Army; 
aſſuring us, That, whatever came on it, he would 
not fail being ready to aſſiſt us by the Firſt of Ja- 
nuary next; which he performed better than his 
Word. | | 
The Stream of this good News did not hinder the 
General from continuing his wonted Care of keep- 
ing a good Guard; it being now evident, Fhat 
within a few Days, Lambert muſt either fight or fall. 
The Soldiers were much revived at theſe glad Ti- 
dings, and hoped ſoon to change their preſent cold 
Quarters for warmer and better Accommodations.” 
Pr. Price, in his Narrative, here ſtops to make a 
Reflection of his own ; which ſince it lays open a 
very private Scene between his General and him- 
elf, we ſhall give it in his own Words. Speaking 
of the former good Account of Affairs, he adds,

their Oligarchy, that it would be no eaſy Matter to 


diſpoſſeſs them. With. theſe fooliſh Whimſies in 
my Head, I was reſolved to ſteal privately to the 
General, (who had caution'd me before-hand not 
to be ſeen to appear in theſe public Tranſactions) 
and to do this, I knew between Midnight and the 
M. -ucrning to be the only Time: So between Two 
and Three o Clock, by the Help of a Corporal, I 
came to his Chamber Door, found it only latched, 
the General in his Cloaths, his Head laid on the 
Side of the Bed, and his Body reſting upon two 
Stools or a Form, Fire and Candles being in the 
3 Room. He awakened at my firſt Entrance; 1 de- 
fired his Pardon, and he kindly gave Liberty of 
Speech. Upon my repreſenting to him what I 
X judged to be his Intereſt and Duty, that is to ſay, 
the reſtoring of our known Laws, (for I never uſed 


to ſpeak in any other Terms) I cannot forget his 
Paſſion and his Poſture: « Mr. Price, ſaid he, I 
know yoyr Meaning, and I have known it; by the 
Grace of God J will do it, if ever [can find it in my 
© Power, and I do not much doubt but that | ſhall. 
So cloſing my Hands in both his he liſted them up, 
and devoutly uttered, * By God's Help I will do it.” 
© I then took the further Liberty to mind him of 
the Papers he had ſigned, to ſtand to this Parliament 
as it ſat the 11th of October, and no other; and of 
ſeveral other Reſtrictions, which he had needleſsly, 
as I conceiyed, put upon himſelf. He anſwered me 
with ſome Regret, You ſee who are about me, and 
« write theſe Things; I muſt not ſhew any Diſlike 
of them; I perceive they are jealous enough of me 
already: Bidding me not look upon it as any 
Act of his. Having thus diſcourſed him of divers 
Things which I thought might be for his Service, 
(he courteouſly allowing me the Freedom) 1 = 
him 
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him to his ſhort Reſt ; for he was to be early at 


Buſineſs. And thus I became further ſatisfied at 
what Port he aimed; however then and and after- 
wards with the Winds, he ſteered his Courſe.” \ 
Affairs now began to ripen very faſt ; for, as ſoon 
as Monte perfectly underſtood that there were like 
to be powerful Diverſions in the South; that Haſil- 
rigge and his Party were actually in Poſſeſſion of 
Portſmouth, and had given out Orders and were 
obeyed, he ſuddenly turned the Tables upon Lam- 
bert, and ſent him Word he ſhould enter into no 
more Treaties with bim, till he had conſulted his 
Brethren at Portſmouth, and obtained their Conſent 


for it; Lambert, by this, found he had been fooled 


all this while; vented his Reſentment againſt Monte 
and his Officers, and impriſoned him who brought 
him the Meſſage. Very ſoon after Lambert's ſhort 
Reign was at an End; he was diſpoſſeſſed of his 
Command, by Order of the Reſtored Parliament, 
and ſkulk'd away from Newcaftle, in Diſguiſe, in 


order to fave himſelf. 


But, before that happened, the Committee of 
Safety kept their Seats, as uſual, and gave out Or- 
gers, though often perplexed with ſaucy Petitions; 
particularly one from the City of London, rom. 
to have ſuch a Parliament as was in 1642; but 
this was laid aſide, ſays JVhitlocke, as a Deſign to 


bring in the Common Enemy. The General Coun- 


cil of the Officers of the Navy alſo petitioned them, 
That Writs might be iſſued out for a new Election 
of Parliament Men. But this Committee of Safety, 
anxious to continue their Power to fave themſelves, 
had deviſed and agreed to a Form of Government, 
which they hoped would pleaſe every one: And 
this Scheme was contained in the following ſbort 
Article: That there be no Kingſhip ; no Single 
Perſon as Chief Magiſtrate ; that an Army be con- 
tinued ; no Impoſition upon Conſcience ; no Houſe 
of Peers; the Legiſlative and Executive Powers to 
be in diſtin Hands; Parliaments to be elected by 
the People. Upon this laſt Article the General 
Council of Officers, of the Armies and Fleet of 
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be called before February next, to fit and act ac- 
cording to ſuch Qualifications as are or ſhall be a- 


greed upon, and may beft ſecure the juſt Rights, 


Liberties, and Privileges, both Civil and Religious, 


of the People of this Commonwealth(h).” So that, 
by this laſt Reſtriction, the People were to chuſe 
the Members of Parliament, not ſuch as they liked 


themſelves, but ſuch as were dictated to them by 
the Army. | 

But all theſe fine-ſpun Schemes and Forms of 
Government came to nothing ; a ſuperior Hand 
was over the DireQors of them, and turned all their 
Projects into Water: Nay, tho' the Officers of the 
Armies deſired the Committee of Safety to iſſue out 
Writs for electing a new Parliament, to fit in Ja- 
nuary next, a ſhorter Date, and ſome Writs, Mhit- 
locke tells us, he ſealed himſelf; yet Mone pre- 


vailing Arguments got the better of all, and drove 


them like Chaft before the Wind. 

Indeed theſe might well be called Hurling Times; 
a Term made uſe of ſome Centuries ago, in the 
Courſe of this Work, on much the ſame Occaſion. 
No Quiet was enjoyed by any Party : all were at 
Work, and the King's Party ve active, Whitlocke 
tells us, That, now, every Man was guided by 
bis own Fancy and Intereſt ; thoſe in Employment, 
or Power, moſt obnoxious to Trouble ; that many 
wiſhed themſelves out of theſe daily Hazards, but 
knew not how to get free of them, the Diſtractions 
were ſo ſtrangely high, and daily increaſing.” 

To ſhew the Reader what a Part our _—— 
aliſt acted in this Scene of Affairs, and how, like a 
hunted Fox, when the Cry came cloſe upon him, 
he ſkulk'd and ſougbt about for Refuge, we ſhall 
only ſubjoin his own Words; and truly, conſider- 
ing the Character of this Man quite through theſe 
Troubles, and how ready he was ever to ſerve the 
Side that was uppermoſt, he may, in this Affair,

That the Inclinations of the Preſbyterian Party 
generally, and of many others, and of the City, and 
moſt of the Parliament's old Friends, were the ſame 
Way and a great Part of the Soldiery :

© Yhithcke therefore propounded to Fleetwood to 
do one of theſe two Things, either to give Order 
for all his Forces to draw together, and himſelf and 
his Friends to appear at the Head of them, and ſee 
what Strength they could make that would ſtand by 
them; and accordingly to take further Reſolutions, 
if they found their Strength but ſmall, as J/bithlocke 
doubted ; then, with thoſe few he had, togo to the 
Tower and take Poſſeſſion of it; and to ſend to the 
Mayor and Common Council of London, that they 
would join with them to declare for a free Parlia- 
ment; which he thought the City would willingly 


do, and furniſh him with Money for his Soldiers, :

* Fleetwood alk'd Mpitlocte, if he would go with 
him into the Field and to the Tower ? Whithche 
| faid he would. Fleetwood then aſk'd, What wag 

the other Way that he had to propound to him in 

this Exigency ? Y/hitlcke anſwered it was this: 
© That Fleetword ſhould immediately ſend away

another Puſh Mr. Pxyzne and his Colleagues: made 
to get into the Houſe, and fit among them. He 
tells us, That when Lenthall, their Speaker, with 
the other Members, found that they might have 
Leave, from their Maſters, to meet again, they 
aſſembled at JYhiteball juſt fo many as to make a 
Houſe: And late in the Evening, on December 26, 
marched from thence, by Torch and Candle-light, 
through Channel- Roto to the Parliament Houſe.

Being come to the Lobby Door, through a 
Guard of Soldiers that were upon the Stairs, we 
knocked for Admittance ; but the Door-keeper hav- 
ing opened the Door, and ſeeing us there, ſhut it a- 
gain, telling us, That be had Orders to keep all the ſe- 
cluded Members out : We demanded; From whom ? 


he ſaid, From the Houſe ; yet two of us that were 


neareft the Door overcame him with Reaſon to let 
us into the Lobby ; with which thoſe that guarded 
the Houſe Door being, it ſeems, alarmed, (for by the 
whole Carriage of the Buſineſs, it was apparent they 
expected we wouldg as heretofore, continue our 
Claim in the. People's Behalf) cried out aloud, Coop- 
er, (which was the Name of the Outward Doors 
keeper) Keep cloſe the Door, the , Houſe hath ordered 
that none of them ſhould be ſuffered to come in, and 


will be very angry if you admit any of them; whereupon 


he kept out all the reſt, cloſing the Door often upon 
them ſtriving for Entrance, when others paſſed in or 
out. But thoſe who had already got in expreſſed 
a great Reſentment of this continued Force upon 
the Houſe, demanding F there were any there who 
could produce any Warrant for what was done? 
And telling the Guards and Officers there, That it 
was firange Uſage to the Members of the Houſe, to 
deny them tbis Privilege of Entrance into the Lobby, 
where the Fxotmen and others were fra admitted; and 
how 
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Si- Gilbert Gerard, Mr. Crew, Mr. Stephens, Sir 
William Waller, and others, who could not bear the 
Crond upon the Stairs, and that we liked their Compa- 
ny ſo much better than what we found within, that, 


RE wnleſs all were admitted, we and all the People took 
ſufficient Notice of the Force and Affront, and would be 


gone. Yet aſked firſt for the Officers that command- 


ed the Guard, who were pretended to have Orders 
for this Force, viz, Col. Okey and Col. Alured ; who 
being ready at Hand, were preſently brought to us. 
They deſiring us to be civil, and make no Diſturb- 


ance at the Door: We replied, Wie came thither in 


a civil and peaceable Manner to claim our Rights, and 


diſcharge our Truſts for our Country ; and they were 
very uncivil towards us, and made the Difturbance, 
by ſecluding us forcibly, againſt their Truſts and Du- 
ties, not only out of the Houſe, but Lobby too, free 
for all others but Members, whoſe Privileges were re- 
duced to ſuch a Inu Ebb, as not to enjoy the Right of 
the meane/t Commoner. Aſter theſe Expoſtulations, 
they were ſo far convinced of our rude Entertain- 


ment, that Col. Alured cauſed the Door to be o- 
pened, and let the reſt of us into the Lobby. Our 


next Attempt was to get into the Houſe; but then 
the ſaid Colonels deſired us to forbear. We aſk'd, 


By what Warrant they kept us out whom they knew ©

A Letter alſo from the Lord Fair fax, Sir Henry 
Cholmley, and Henry Arthington, Eſq . dated Pople- 
ton near York, January 1, 1659, was read (a); and 
Sir Thomas Widdrington, was ordered to write a Let- 
ter of Thanks to the Lord Fairfax, and the other 
Gentlemen, for his and their good Service done to 
the Parliament.

Upon reading of theſe and ſome other Papers, the 
Houſe proceeded, firſt, to revoke and ſufpend all 
Powers given by them to the aforeſaid Gentlemen, 
and then to command them forthwith to attend the 
Parliament, and anſwer to the Impeachment of 
High Treaſon, wherewith they were charged. That 
Ludlow, and others concerned with him, ſhould 
forthwith deliver up the fort of Duncannon, the 
City of Cork, &c. to dir Hardreſs Waller and Sir 
Charles Cote, or either of them. After which a 
Letter was ordered to be ſent to Sir Charles Coote 
to inform him of this, and to deſire he would take

6 HE Parliament have taken Notice of your

Dr. Price, the Author of the Hiſtory of the Re- 
ſtoration, acquaints us with the Secret which occa- 
ſioned theſe Commotions in Ireland; particularly 
againſt Ludlow, who was well known to be a ſteady 
Adherent to the Intereſt of the preſent Government. 
It ſeems that Monte was jealous left this Man ſhould 
obſtruct his Deſigns, by keeping the Army in Ire- 
land firm to the Patliament, and therefore he laid a 
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That the General, when he had got no further on 
bis March than Mor peth, diſpatched away Sir Foſeph 
Douglas, with Letters of great Moment, to Sir 
Charles Coote in Ireland. "Theſe Letters, he adds, 
were of great and dangerous Quality ; for Douglas 
was to negotiate with Coote, that the various Inter- 
eſts there might be ſo managed, as to engage them 
to confederate quickly into a Declaration for a free 
Parliament, as the moſt proper and effectual Way 
to redreſs their Grievances. Douglas ſucceeded in 
his Embaſſy, and he had brought the Officers there 
to too mature a pitch; for, juſt as they were about 
declaring for a free Parliament, they were alarmed 
with the aſtoniſhing News, that Zonke had broken 
down the Gates of London: Whereupon the Con- 
ſpirators in Ireland expoſtulated with Douglas as if 
he had betrayed them : But the next Packet from 
England aſſured them, that Monke had alſo declared 
for a free Parliament, which ſet all right.” 


But not to anticipate Matters, and to proceed : 
Sir Thomas Widdrington, Serjeant Tyrrill, and Ser- 
jeant Fountaine were made Commiſſioners of the 
Great Scal, and had it delivered to them by the 
Hands of the Speaker, with the uſual Ceremony, in 
the Houſe; which was now very buſy again in grant- 


ing Commiſſions, and regulating the Officers of the - 


Army, till this Day, Jan. 21, when it was ordered, 
That it be referred to a Committee to bring in a 
Declaration, on Monday Morning next, That the 
Parliament intends forthwith to proceed to the Set- 
tlement of the Government; and will uphold a 
learned and pious Miniftry in the Nation, and their 
Maintenance by Tythes and the known Laws of 
the Land: That they will proceed to fill up the 
ouſe as ſoon as may be; and to ſettle the Com- 
monwealth without a King, Single Perſon, or Houſe 
of Peers, and will promote the Trade of the Na- 
tion: hat they will reſerve due Liberty to tender 
Conſciences; and encourage and ſettle the Uni- 
verſities; 
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verſities: That they will not meddle with the 
Executive Power of the Law, but only in Caſes of 
Male-Adminiſtration and Appeals; and that Pro- 
ceedings ſhall be according to the Laws: And alſo, 
That they will eaſe the Burdens of the Nation as 
much as is conſiſtent with the preſſing Neceſlities 
of the Commonwealth.” 


January 23. Accordingly we find the Declara- 
tion was brought in by Lord Chief Juſtice St. John, 
and read, firſt at large, and after by Parts. The 
Debate on this took up the whole Day, and very 
many Additions and Alterations were made to it. 
In the Afternoon of this Day it was at laſt perfect- 


ed; and, being put to the Queſtion, was agreed to 


be forthwith printed and publiſhed. This Decla- 
ration is in our Collection of old Pamphlets, and no 
where elſe that we know of ; from which Authority 
it claims a Place in theſe Inquiries.

tated to take up Arms in the juſt Defence 
of their Laws and Liberties againſt the Jate King, 
and it having pleaſed God, after a long War, and 
many Battles fought in the Field, fo to bleſs their 
Armies, and to bring the War to ſuch an Iſſue, 
that, if they were not wanting to themſelves, they 
might reap the Fruit of all the Blood and Treaſure 
exhauſted in that Quarrel, and not only be reſtored 
to their Freedom for the preſent, but ſecured 
againſt all the like Attempts for the future: The 
Parliament, hereupon, as the Truſtees of the People 
for the accompliſhing of thoſe Ends, did declare 
and enact, That the People of England, and of all

The Parliament, therefore, to omit nothing in 
their Power that may undeceive honeſt and well- 
meaning Men, have thought it neceſſary, in this 
Conjuncture of Time and Affairs, to declare and 
manifeſt (as they do hereby) what their Intentions 
are, as to the Government of theſe Nations, with 
ſome other Particulars relating thereunto, wherein 
they are reſolved, thro' the Goodneſs and Aſſiſt- 
ance of God, to remain conſtant and immoveable. 
IJ. That the Parliament will provide. forthwith 
to perfect thoſe Beginnings: which are already 
made for ſettling the Government of theſe Na- 
tions, and the People thereof, in the Way of a 
Commonwealth and Free State, without a King, 
Single Perſon, or Houſe of Lords, in ſuch Man- 
ner that they may be govern'd from Time to Time 
by Repreſentatives in Parliament choſen by them- 
ſelves, in whom alone the Supreme Authority of 
theſe Nations doth and ought to refide, and by 
ſuch as they ſhall appoint and conſtitute as Offi- 
cers and Miniſters under them for the Good of 
the People; and that the Parliament will make it 
their Care to form the Army and Forces of theſe 
Nations in ſuch Manner that, whilſt it ſhall be 
found neceſſary for them, or any of them, to be 
kept up for the Safety of the Commonwealth, they 
may be wholly ſubject and obedient to the Civil 


Authority. 


II. 
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II. There being nothing more eſſential to the 
Freedom of a State, than that the People ſhould 
be governed by the Laws, and that Juſtice be 
adminiſtered by ſuch only as are accountable for 
Male-Adminiſtration, it is hereby further declared, 
That all Proceedings touching the Lives, Liber- 
ties, and Eſtates of all the Free People of this 
Commonwealth, ſhall be according to the Laws

of the Land: And that the Parliament will not 


meddle with the ordinary Adminiſtration, or the 
Executive Part of the Law ; it being the principal 
Care of this, as it hath been of all former Parlia- 
ments, to provide for the Freedom of the People 
againſt Arbitrarineſs in Government. 

III. And that they will make effectual Provi- 
ſion for the countenancing of a learned and pious 


© Goſpel. Miniſtry through all the Three Nations, 
and for the encouraging and proteCting them in the 


Work of their Miniſtry againſt Diſturbances. And 
as to their Maintenance; That by Tythes ſhall 
be continued, it being already eſtabliſhed by Law, 
and is in itſelf the moſt certain, convenient, and 
comfortable Way of Maintenance that, in the 
Judgment of the Parliament, can be ſettled ; and 
therefore they do expect and require, that the 


Judges, Juſtices of the Peace, and others whom

anciently ſettled upon preaching Miniſters, the

VI. © As to the preſent Burdens which are upon 
the Nation, the Parliament is very ſenfible thereof, 
and of thoſe extravagant Councils and Actions 
which have engaged the Nation in ſo great a 
Debt and Charge, the Guilt whereof will not reſt 
upen them, tho' the Danger and Burden thereof 
doth. And it is one of the greateſt Cares they 
have upon them, how to give the People that Eaſe 
which their Condition calls for, and alſo provide 
for their Safety, and anſwer the preſſing Neceſſi-

the right Way, how dark ſoever his Diſpenſations 
might appear to us. Before he concluded, he ſeem'd 
to me to preach his own Funeral Sermon. 

| © But it was in thoſe Days obſerved of an Army- 
Faſt, that it commonly proved the Fore-runner of 
ſome ſolemn Miſchief, and rendered their Gover- 
nors (whoſe Supremacy, in Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, 
was not owned by theſe kind of Subjects) jealous of 
them: For they would not ſcruple religioufly to 
meet to ſeek the Lord, without the Mandate and 
Direction of their Maſters; and in Truth, they 
knew ſo well at what Turning to find him, that their 
Seeking was never in vain.”

However, having a Summons amongſt the reſt to 
take his Seat in the Houſe, he ventured to appear 
there, and found many of his old Friends, who all 
looked very ſhy upon him ; and ſome of them ad- 
viſed him not to come to the Houſe on the Day ap- 
Pointed to conſider of abſent Members, That, ſome 
Days after, obſerving a great Sharpneſs in the Houſe 
towards thoſe who had acted during the Interrup- 
tion; and being alſo informed of tne Deſign of 
fome to queſtion him there, and to have him ſent 
to the Tower, he thought it moſt adviſeable to leave 
them, and retire to a Friend's Houſe in the Country.

Bridges. and the two WHarrens, preſented to the Par- 
liament the Charge of High Treaſon againſt the 
Commiſhc ners and me, as I mentiontioned before: 
Whercof 1r4es Party in the Houſe made ſuch 
Advantage, as not only to refuſe their Concurrence

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himſelf having parted with Sir Henry Vane and Ma- 
jor Salway, his moſt able and beſt Friends, began 
to loſe Ground, and all that he had ſaid in the Houſe 
or elſewhere to go for nothing. And though they 
could find no Colour to remove him as they had done 
the other two, yet, having already rendered him in- 
ſignificant in the Parliament, they reſolved he ſhould 
have as little Power in the Army.

« Notwithſtanding this unhappy Poſture of Af- 
fairs, thinking it my Duty to clear myſelf of the 
Aſperſions caſt upon me, and to improve the ſmall 
Intereft I had left for the Service of the Public Cauſe, 
I reſolved to take my Place in Parliament : And in 
order thereunto, being accompanied by Mr. Henry 
Nevill, I attended Sir Arthur Haſilrigge at White- 


hall, where I gave him a ſhort Account of my Ac- - 


tions ſince I had laſt ſeen him, of my Endeavours in 
Ireland to ſerve the Public, of the State of Affairs 
there, of the Principles and Practices of thoſe that 
had aſſumed the Power in that Country, and of. the 
Readineſs of the Soldiers, and moſt of the Officers 
in that Army, to have ſerved the Parliament faith- 
fully and uſefully, if they had been true to them- 
ſelves and their own Intereſt, I alſo acquainted 


bim with the Senſe I had of the late ſevere, if I 


might not ſay unjuſt, Proceedings againſt me, which 
ſeemed to me to be ſuch a Requital of my faithful 
| | Services 
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inter rm. Services, that if I expected my Reward from Menz 
.I thould rather chuſe to ſerve the Great Turi. But 

January, that I might not be wanting to myſelf, and in order 
. to juſtify my own Innocence, if I could do no fur- 
ther Good, I had reſolved to go to the Parliament- 
Houſe the next Morning, defiring his Advice and 
that of Mr. Nevill for my Government when I 
ſhould come hither. Sir Arthur was unwil ng to 
enter into any Diſcourſe concerning what hac lately 
paſſed, ſaying, It was was too late to recall l hings 
now; and then told us how his Enemies tho ght to 
enſnare him, by Monſes Motion to the Parliament 
for removing his Regiment from London, thinking 
thereby to create a Difference between hitri — 
Monte, wherein he had diſappointed them by deſi- 
ring their Removal himſelf, contrary to their Ex- 
pectation; entering into a prolix Commendation of 
Monte; and aſſuring us, that he was a Perſon on 

whoſe Fidelity they might ſafely rely. | 
If I may be permitted to deliver my Senſe 
touching this Diſcourſe of Sir Arthur Haſilrigge, I 
conjecture it proceeded partly from an Apprehen- 
ſion that Things were already gone ſo far, that he 
doubted whether he ſhould put any Stop to them, 
and partly from ſome Sparks of Hope that Monte 
could not be ſuch a Devil to betray a Truſt fo freely 
repoſed in him; for he kept a conſtant Correſpon- 
dence with Sir Arthur, and in all his Letters repeat- 
ed the Engagements of his Fidelity to the Parlia- 
ment, with Expreſſions of the greateſt Zeal for a 
Commonwealth Government. | 
In the Concluſion it was agreed between us, that 
when I came into the Houſe I ſhould fit as privately 
as I could, and obſerve the Temper of the Mem- 
bers, before I ſhould put them upon the Conſidera- 
tion of my Aﬀair. Accordingly I went to the Houſe, 
2 wough they had uſed me in the Manner ! have 
related, yet they treated me very civilly, ſome of 
t » telling me, in a jeſting Way, that it was not 
uſual for Men, accuſed of High Treaſon, to be ſo 
well received in that Place. Having taken out a 
Copy of the Charge exhibited againſt the Commiſ- 
| foners 
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Koners and me, I found the Commiſſioners to be Inter-regnum4 


charged with altering their Title, during the late 
Interruption, from Commiſſioners of Parliament to 
Commiſſioners of the Commonwealth; and that they 
had ſent a Ship of War to prevent any Relief to, or 
Correſpondence with the Garriſon of Hr, in Scot- 
land, who dad declared for the Parliament : Be- 
ſides which, Col. John Jones was accuſed for taking 
part with the Army againſt the Parliament, not only 
in the Particulars aforeſaid, but alſo in his Anſwer 
to the Letter written by Monte to me, on Suppoſition 
that I was then in Ireland, to invite me to a a Con- 
junction with him for the Reſtitution of the Parlia- 
ment; and likewiſe for promoting a Subſcription to 


the Government of the Army amongſt the Officers 


in Ireland. As for me, I was charged with aſſiſting 
the Army in England and doing Acts of Hoſtility 


by Sea and Land againſt thoſe in Ireland, who had 


declared for the Parliament. Whereupon I moved 
the Houſe that they would be pleaſed, according to 
their Order, to hear me touching their Aﬀairs in 
Ireland, and to permit me to juſtify myſelf, which 
I did the rather that I might have an Opportunity 
to procure that miſchievous Order for the Surrender 
of Duncannon to be recalled, hoping that it had not 
yet been put in Execution. But all that 1 could 
obtain was, to have a Day appointed when I ſhould 
be heard. Mr. Miles Corbet, who arrived in Eng- 
land ſome Days before me, was ſo terrified with the 


Proceedings of the Parliament againſt Sir Henry 


Vane and Major Salway, together with the Name of 
a Charge of High Treaſon againſt himſelf, that he 
had never appeared publickly fince his Arrival, till, 
upon ſome Diſcourſe with me, he took Courage, and 
went with me to the Houſe.”

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Good. Then he put them in Mind of their Reſo- 
lution to fill up the Houſe, which, he faid, would 
tend much to the Satisfaction of the Nation.

Many Alarms were given to the Parliament, by 
their faithful Friends, in printed Diſcourſes, and 


_ otherwiſe, whereby they were put in Mind that 
the Enemies Quarrel was not ſo much againſt 


Perſons as Things; and, as one termed it, not 
againſt Ludlow and Rich, but againſt the . -

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ſelfl. They were adviſed to accept the Aſſiſtance of Inter-regaum, 
their old Servants, and to encourage them in their 165g. 
Fidelity, as the only Means to preſerve themſelves pu 
and the Commonwealth from certain Ruin. Butt 
they were deaf to all ſalutary Counſel, and reſolved 
to Zoiſh iſh the work with the new Inſtruments which 
they had choſen. To this End they proceeded on 
the Bill for filling up the Houſe z which, by wiſe 
Men, was thought a moſt dangerous Expedient in 
that Conjuncture, unleſs Monte ſhould prove more 
honeſt than they could helieye him to be. The City 
of London alſo took upon them, in their Common 
Council, to receive Petitions from the adjacent 
Counties, touching the Payment of Taxes, and 
other public Affairs; preſuming not only to call in 
the Petitioners, and to give them Thanks for their 
good Affections, but alſo paſſed a Vote that they 
would pay no Taxes, but ſuch as ſhould be impoſed 
by a Free Parliament. | 
The Council of State having received a particu- 
lar Account of the Proceedings in the City, ſent for 
Monde to conſult with him concerning the beſt 
Means to put a Stop to theſe Diſorders ; and ſome. 
of them moving that the Common Council ſhould 
be forbidden to fit, ſome few of the moſt active 
ſeized, the Gates of the City taken down, the Port- 
cullices wedged, and the Poſts with their Chains 
pulled up : ke ſaid, That if they did no more, 
that would ſerve for nothing, becauſe the Damage 
might be ſoon repaired. He added, That the Diſ- 
affection of the City was ſo great, that they would 
never be quiet till ſome of them were hanged ; and 
that it was abſolutely neceſſary, for the preſent, to 
break in Pieces their Gates and Portcullices, to 
burn their Poſts, and to carry away their Chains to 
the Tower ; offering himſelf, if they would command 
theſe Things to be done, to ſee their Orders put in 
Execution. Hereupon the Council ordered him to 
march into the City with his Forces early the next 
Morning, before the Occaſion of his coming among 
them ſhould be known.

our Author goes on to tell us, That, on the Admiſ- 
ſion of the ſecluded Members, ſeveral former Votes

© For now the ſecluded Members of 1648, who, 
in the Houſe of Commons, had refuſed to ſerve the 
Army's Deſign of the total Subverſion of Monarchy 
in the Royal Line, began to appear; and that not 
without ſome ſecret Encouragement neither. The 
General had before moved it, by ſome of his Confi- 
dents; and he looked upon it as the eaſieſt and ſafeſt 
Change he could make on the ſudden, and moſt con- 
ſiſtent with his Declaration in Scotland. 

* Theſe Gentlemen (the General now being at 
Dradver's Hall) inſiſt, upon their Re- admiſſion, but 
with Modeſty and Prudence, becoming their Condi- 
tion ; for they were then much oppoſed by the Zea- 
Jots of Oligarchy, who loved their Room better than 
their Company. Theſe urged 1Monke's Declaration,

the Country began to grow mutinous, and ſome of 


our Officers to expreſs their Fears: Wherefore he 
convened a ſelect Number of both Parties, to debate 
upon the Affair, ſeveral of his own Officers being 
preſent. The ſitting Members had nothing to alledge 
(beſides their Love of Power) but their own Saſety 
and the Army's, the Conſciences of the Godly, and 
the Sale of public Lands; all which, they feared, 
would be diſturbed by the Introduction of the ſeclud- 
ed Members: But they gave ſatisfactory Anſwers to 
all theſe Objections, and engaged upon their Parole 
(over and above) that they would not look upon 
what had been done ſince their Secluſion, nor diſturb 
the Property or Pretences of any; but would amica- 
bly ſit and act for the Good of their Country, till, 
by their Diſſolution, they made Way for another 
Parliament. This now was ſo fair a Propoſition, that 
no Engliſhman, who had any Senſe of the Diſtracti- 
ons of theſe Nations, and Love to the Common- 
wealth, could any way except againſt it: Beſides 


ſoon entertained a good Opinion of the Secluded ; 
nay, and many even of the ſitting Members them- 
ſclves, that were there preſent, expreſſed a Diſpoſi- 
tion to give Way to their Re- admiſſion; only they 
could not give their Votes for it but in the Houſe. 
Thus ended the Conference; and, in the Cloſe of it, 
one or two of our Officers (more diſcerning, or more 
buſy, than the reſt) moved that the Government 
might be declared to be by a Commonwealth, and a 


further Security deviſed for the Sale of the public 


Lands. This pinched ; but it was artificially ſhuf- 
fled off by ſuggeſting, That the Writs, to be iſſued 
out for the next Parliament, muſt neceſſarily run in 
the Name and Stile of the Keepers of the Liberties 
of the Commonwealth of England; and that the 
dtate of public Lands was already as ſecure as the 
Government could make it.

which it hath pleaſed God to diſappoint unto this 
Day, and leave us as a broken and divided People, 
ready to run into Blood and Contufion : which 
that we might prevent ſo great Calamities impend- 
ing, after our earneſt ſeeking God for his Direc- 
tion and Aſſiſtance, we find no Expedient ſo likely 
for the Satisfaction of the good People, and the 
Quiet and Welfare of this Commonwealth, as the 
Re-admiflion of the ſecluded Members, in order 
to a legal Diſſolution of this Parliament by their 
own free Conſents; and to iſſue Writs for a future 
full Repreſentative of the whole Commonwealth 
of England, Scotland, and Ireland, under ſuch Qua- 
lifications as may ſecure our Cauſe, to convene on 
the 20th of April next at Y/eftmin/ter, for the eſta- 
bliſhing this Commonwealth upon the Foundations 
of Juſtice and true Freedom. And to take away 
all juſt Jealouſies from you, we do aſſure you, that 
we ſhall join with you in the Maintenance of 
thoſe Ends expreſſed in the incloſed (a), and do ex- 
pect your chearful Concurrence with us.

We have now gone through the Hiſtorians, Me- 


morialiſts, and other Authorities of theſe Times, up 
to the Diſſolution of this Parliament, What hap- 
pened between and the meeting of the next Conven- 
tion (for Parliament it cannot be called) is not 
much to our Purpoſe. But, in this Interval, Dr. 
Price tells us, the General was ſounded as to his 
Intentions for reſtoring the King, by Sir Fehn Gren- 
ville, ſent over purpoſely, being a near Relation of 
Monke's, and very intimate with him. The Doctor 
has left us a full Account of what paſſed when Sir 
John delivered the King's Letter firſt to the General; 
of his Shyneſs in receiving it, and at laſt of his open 
Declaration to Sir John Grenville, * That he hoped 
the King would forgive what was paſt, both. in his 
Words and Actions, according to the Contents of 


his gracious Letter; that his Heart was ever faith · 


ful to his Majeſty, but he was never in a Condition 


te do him Service till the preſent Time.” He bid 


him aſſure the King, That he was now not only 


ready to obey his Commands, but to ſacrifice his 


Life and Fortune in his Service.” : 

After ſuch a Declaration, from a Man who had it 
in his Power, we may ſuppoſe the King's Reſtora- 
tion was not far off. And, indeed, ſome of the 
warmeſt and moſt powerful Men againſt his Father 
ſaw the Thing ſo inevitable, that they began 
to think of making Terms for themſelves. Thee, 


we are told, were earneſt with the General, That 
if the King muſt be brought in by the next Parlia- 
ment, He,ſhould be admitted upon no other Terms 


than the Conceſſions of the Ide of WVigbt. But 
thele Articies were thought too ſtrait for Monarchy,

The King being now made thoroughly acquaint- 
ed, by Means of Sir John Grenville, with the Gene- 
ral's Intentions in his Favour, began to entertain 
more certain Hopes of his Reſtoration than ever he 
had done before. But ſtill the Determination of 
the whole Matter reſted principally on the Reſolu- 
tions of the next Parliament, whoſe Writs of Elec- 
tion were almoſt wholly returned by the Middle of 
April, 1660. In the mean Time one Interruption 
happened, which might have proved of dangerous 
Conſequence, if it had not been timely prevented. 
It is ſaid that, by the Contrivance of the Under- 
Keepers, Lambert was ſuffered to eſcape out of the 
Tower ; and he being of a boiſterous and daring 
Spirit, and well beloved by the Soldiery, it was 
thought he might blow up a Flamenot eaſy to be ex- 
tinguiſhed, if not taken in Time. The General 
had quick Notice of this Eſcape, and was too wiſe 
not to take Care to prevent Lambert's Deſigns, A 
Proclamation was firſt iſſued out againſt him and all 
his Abettors, declaring them Traitors; for he ſoon 
muſtered together a Number of Men of the ſame ill 
Principles with himſelf, ready to overturn any Go-

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vernment in which they had no Share or Power. Inter- regnum. 
With theſe Lambert intended to rendezvous at Edge- 59. 
hill; and the General was preparing to march in 3 
perſon againſt him; but hearing that his Party was 
inconſiderable, he altered his Purpoſe, and ſent Col. 

Ingoldſby on that Expedition. The Colonel ſoon 
brought Matters to a Criſis ; and, without Blood- 
ſhed, took Lambert and his chief Officers Priſoners, 
and brought them to London, where this factious 
Perſon, with Cobbet and Creed, two others of the 
fame Stamp, were, by the Council of State, com- 
mitted cloſe Priſoners to the Tower. This happened 
the very Day before the Meeting of the Parliament. 
And, ſurely, there could not be a more proper 
Criſis for ſuch a Meeting, which now confiſted of 
both Lords and Commons ; for it was not diſputed 
by any who called and gave them this Authority, 
the moſt rebellious in the Three Kingdoms then 
ſubmitting to it. Now it appeared, fays our Re- 
verend Author, that God's Mercy, the King's Cle- 
mency, the General's Conduct, and this Parlia- 
ment's Sitting, prevented all Fears, and the Effuſion 
of Blood, either by the Sword of War, or of Juſtice, 
For none ſuffered upon the old Score, but thoſe 
who fat in Judgment on the late Kings and ſigned 
to his Execution; and even ſome of theſe were 
pardoned. Some few others were alſo thought fit 
to be exempted from Pardon, by the Parliament, as 
dir Henry Vane and Hugh Peters, the Guilt of | 
which laſt Sectary, our Author adds, was thought 
greater than ſome of the higheſt of the Criminals, 
who ſat in a Court of Mock- Juſtice upon the Life 
of their Sovereign.

J need not at all enlarge myſelf in Reaſons ; 
there are none ſo dull but muſt neceſſarily yield to 
his Re-admitment, except their Intereſt infatuates 
their Underſtandings.

found the Army drawn up, and there expreſſed their 
dutiful Allegiance in an humble Addreſs, offering to 
ſacrifice their Lives, or whatſoever could be more 
dear to them, for his Service, againſt whatfoever Op- 
poſers; and would ſhew their Obedience better in 


Actions than in Words. This Sight did pleaſe his 
Majeſty very much, and he took a full View of 


them. They were as brave Troops as the Wortd 
could ſhew, appearing to be Soldiers well difci- 
plined, and ſeemed to be Men of one Age, and one 
Mind. His Majeſty did like rather to have them 
loyal Subjects, as they now protefted, than (what 
ſome of them had been formerly) violent Enemies. 
Theſe Men had bought Wit at the Hazard of their 
Souls, as well as by the Lofs of fome Blood, and 
now reſolved Loyalty into their Nature and Princi- 
ples, and, 1 hope, (ſays our Author) keep this Re- 
ſolution to this Day.

Who this Day, June 19, thought it highly proper 
that the Thanks of the Houſe ſhould be given to the 
Lord-Admiral, Edward Montagu, in the Name of 
themſelves, and of all the Commons of England, for 
his great and eminent Services to his Majeſty and the 
Kingdom. The Admiral ſtanding up in his Place, 
the Speaker addreſſed himſelf to him in theſe Words:

Sir 
Thomas HWiddrington ſaid, The Queſtion, as it was, 
was not for a Committee, or even a Parliament;

all. People. Sir John Temple argued for a Diviſion 
of the Queſtion, ſaying, The former Diſcipline Was 
the Occaſion of their former Troubles; and moved 
for.a Synod. Col. King ſaid, Fhat no Man could 
tell what the Diſcipline acc rding to Law was; and 
therefore moved to divide the Queſtion. Mr. Throg- 
mor ton. ſpoke highly for Biſhops, ſaying, That, ex- 
cept Sco land, there was ſcarce any Reformed Church 
but. what had Biſhops. Mr. Banckly ſaid, He 
thought a moderate Epiſcopacy might take in the

The ſame Day, Tuly 20, the Lords, according 
to Order, adjourned themſelves into a Committee, 
to conſider of the Bill of Indemnity ; and, after ſome 
Time, . the Houſe was reſumed, but no Report made 
of their Proceedings therein as yet. 
At the ſame Time the Lords received a quick- 
ening Meflage from the Commons, to haſten the 
Diſpatch of that Bill; and another for Confirmation 
of Judicial Proceedings: Alledging theſe two Rea- 
ſons for it, That, unleſs the latter Bill be paſſed, 
there can be no Aſſizes kept, though they are ap- 


pointed; and, unleſs the former be the ſame, the 


Animoſities of the People will be increaſed, and 
thereby the Peace of the Kingdom greatly diſturbed. 
On the Receipt of this Meſſage the en went 
again into a Committee on the Bill of Indemnity; 
and the Houſe being reſumed, the Lord Roberts re- 
ported the Opinion of the Committee was, That 
all thoſe Perſons who gave Sentence of Death upon 
the late King, or ſigned the Warrant for his Mur- 
der, ſhall be excepted out of the Bill of Indemnity : 
And, that to know who thoſe Perſons-are, the ori- 
ginal Evidences ſhall be deſired from the Houle of 
Commons for their Lordſhips Information : Which 
Opinion the Houſe confirmed, and ordered a Meſ- 
ſage to be ſent accordingly.

Thomas, not for any to have the Benefit of their Li- 
vings that would not conform to the Law ; nor that 
Juſtices or Commiſſioners ſhould be any Judges of 
this Buſineſs, but refer all to the Law. Mr. Stevens, 
to reſtore the Orthodox, and againſt the Scandz- 
lous ; ſaying, He knew one that ſaid, The Devil 
take the Flock ſo he had the Fleece; and was for 
having ſix orthodox Divines to join with the Com- 
miſſioners. Mr. Barton was for having all to take 
the Oaths and read the Articles; but none to ftay in 
that would not conform to the Law; alſo to have 
ſome Divines joined to the Commiſſioners. Sir John 
Temple ſpoke for committing the Bill; Sir Richard 
Temple for referring it to a Grand Committee; Col. 
Jones, for the preſent Poſſeſſors to ſtay till Afichae/- 
mas, and then to divide the Profits; Col. Birch, not 
to impoſe the ſubſcribing the Articles, but to com- 
mit the Bill without it. Mr. Chafe argued for their 
taking the Oaths and ſubſcribing the Articles, and 
the Patrons not to loſe their Preſentations, notwith- 
ſtanding they did not. preſent in Time. 1 
This long Debate ſtill continuing, may prove too 
tedious. for the Reader, we ſhall therefore only give

and in the former Poll, and then there was no Que- 
ſtion made, and therefore the Lords hope it will not 
be queſtioned now: Which Names they have ſent 
down in Paper, as they were formerly ſent in Parch- 
ment; the ſame relating to the County of Corn- 
wall. 

Then my Lord FY/harton ſaid, The laſt Proviſo 
annexed by the Lords to the Bill, was for the aſſeſ- 
ſing of the Peers; and, if that ſhould be cmitted, the 
Peers might be aſſeſſed by the Commoners, which is 
againſt the Liberty and Privilege of the Peers; and 
therefore they had ſent down the Names of ſome 
Peers, in Paper, to be inſerted in that Proviſo.”

That the Lord Finch did manage the Conference 
for the Houſe of Peers : And was pleaſed to tell us, 
in the firſt Place, That, in the Clauſe concerning 
Treland, they were willing to agree with this Houſe, 
with ſome Amendments ;* —(which the Reporter did 
particularly open; and are ſpecified in a Paper, then 
delivered, to be communicated to this Houſe ;)—*and 
theſe being agreed to, it will comprehend their agree- 
ing to ſome other Words in the Bill, touching his 
Majeſty's Dominions. 

His Lordſhip told us, That, to that Clauſe, in 


the ninth Skin, the firſt Line, which concerns ſeve- 


ral Perſons that were Judges of his late Majeſty, 
they adhered, as they formerly ſent it down ; that 
is, to the blotting out of that Clauſe, whereby 
they were reſerved to future Penalties 3 and to the 
excepting of them for Life, for which he offered 
ſome Reaſons, That though it be true we are now 
upon an Act of Indemnity and Oblivion, yet, they 


hoped, we would not make it an Act of Oblivion 


of our Duty to God, the King, and the Safety and 
Honour of the Kingdom. | 
He took Notice, That this Kingdom having now 
arrived to a Miracle of Preſervation when the Pit of 
Deſtruction was open, and the Privileges thereof, 
in all the Parts of them, invaded ; when the Mur- 
der of the King had been committed, againſt all 
the Laws of God and Man: This ought to ftir up 
in us a Senſe more than ordinary ; and, therefore, 
he thought it fit for us to conſider our Duty to the 
King, a gracious Prince, and a Prince endeared to 
us by the miraculous Preſervation of his Perſon by 
the Hand of Heaven ; a Prince that had ſuffered 
great Afflictions, like Jeſeph in Egypt, lying long 
in Fetters; and that ſuch as entered into his Soul, 
like David, when he was hunted as a Partridge in 
the Wilderneſs ; and that had received Deliverance 
like to that of David's and Foſeph's, being both in 
the thirtieth Year of their Age: And the Afflictions 
e e that

Counſels of theſe Men that are now in Queſtion. 

He ſaid, We are next to conſider the Safety of 
the Kingdom: Their Lordſhips did not think it fit 
nor ſaſe for this Kingdom, that they ſhould live: 
Here they cannot live, nor abroad with Safety; for 
Danger to a Kingdom is not always within Doors: 
Their Life may give them Opportunity of tampering 
to the working of Miſchief abroad. Then for the 
Honour of the Kingdom; firſt, in Point of Juſtice, 
Blocd requires Blood; and he inſtanced in the Gi- 
beonites, the Shedding of their Blood could not be 
expiated but by the Shedding of Blood. 

© He took Notice, That his Majeſty's Honour was 
concerned in the Infamy, which the Shedding of 
that Royal Blood hath brought upon this Nation, in 
the Eyes of foreign Nations ; and that this is the 
only Opportunity to take it off. 

He took Notice of an Objection, from the Pro- 
clamation, iſſued by his Majeſty, on the Deſire of 
both Houſes; and, before be gave Anſwer to that, 
he obſerved the wonderful Moderation the King and 
Houſe of Peers had ſhewed in their Proceeding to- 
wards the Puniſhment of Offenders at this Time. 
His Lordſhip obſerved, That to petition to being a 
King to Juſtice ; to ſummon him to Juſtice ; to ſit 
upon him, when he was ſummoned to Juſtice ; and 
to abuſe the People by Suggeſtions that might lead 
them to approve this Action, made them ſo crimi- 
nal, as none could excuſe them : Theſe Proceedings 
were all High Treaſon in themſelves ; and yet all 
theſe are pretermitted in the Act of Oblivion: Theſe 
are thoſe who murdered his Royal Father ; thoſe that 
ſentenced him, and ſigned the Warrant: Which 
Moderation he made Uſe of to ſhew, that they might 
have been more ftric in this Caſe. And to the Ob- 
jection from the Proclamation, he ſaid, Something 
ſure was intended by it : But, firſt, The Proclama- 


tion was but negative in the Words of it; and that 


which can be gathered from it, is only Implications 
out of a Negative, He took Notice how the Pro- 
clamation 
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clamation runs; firſt, * That becauſe divers Perſons An. 12 Car, II. 


are fled from Juſtice, that they cannot be brought 
to a legal Trial, therefore they are ſummoned to 
render themſelves:? Whence it was argued, That 


the Meaning thereof was ſuitable to the Recital, 


To bring them to Juſtice.” 
He obſerved, That this Proclamation calls in, 
among the reſt, Zi/le and Say : It might have added 


Baxier and Scott; and yet none will fay it intended 
to pardon them: Therefore, he gathered, there could 


not be ſuppoſed an abſolute Intention in that Procla- 
mation to pardon all that came in upon it: For the 
very Perſons inftanced in, had they come in, had 
yet not been pardoned. He obſerved, That the Pro- 
clamation ſays, they muſt come in, under Pain of 
being excepted from Pardon and Indemnity, for 
Life and Eftate ; and that we ourſelves had reſol- 
ved to confiſcate their Eſtates, notwithſtanding the 
rendering of themſelves: And thence his Lordſhip 
argued thus: If it be juſt to take away their Eſtates, 
it is as juſt to take away their Lives: If it be not juſt 
to take away their Lives, then it is not juſt to take 
away their Eſtates. His Lordſhip ſaid further, If 
theſe Perſons, thus excepted for Life and Eſtate, 
ſhould, by us, be not excepted for Life, but ſub- 
jected only to future Penalties, then the Conſequence 
would be, that we ſhall adhere to the Pardon of 
ſome to Life, who are more guilty a great deal 


than ſome of the Perſons whom we have excepted 


for Life; ſome of them having been at all the Sit- 
tings on the King, diligent Attendants thereon all 


the while; ſome of them deſigning the Place of 
Slaughter before his own Houſe, It is true, he ſaid, 


the Thrones of Kings are eſtabliſhed by Judgment 


and Mercy; but Mercy had been ſhewed already, 


and nothing remains now for Support of his Throne 


but Juſtice : And therefore his Lordſhip concluded 


this Point with Advice, Let the MWicgedneſs of theſe 


Men fall on their own Heads ; but Iu the Throne of 


_ our King be eſtabliſhed for ever. 


To the Exception of the four Perſons that fol- 
low in the Clauſe concerning Vane, Lambert, &c.

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An. 12 Car. II. they alſo adhere, that they ſhould ſtand excepted for 
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Life: His Lordſhip ſaid, indeed, they were not ex- 
cepted as Murderers, but he took Notice, that the 
King, of whoſe Wiſdom, none canor doth doubt, and 
of whoſe Wiſdom, he knows, this Houſe hath as 
great a Veneration as any, his Majeſty himſelf, 
fitting the Parliament, (who could net but take No- 
tice of it) thought fit to commit theſe Ferſons to the 
Tower of London ***# (a) intimated, by ſome Let- 
ters of his Majeſty's in Print, If there be Perſons 
dangerous to the Safety of the Nation ;— and, as 
ſuch, he looked on theſe : But he ſaid withall, if th 
were capable of Mercy, no Queſtion but the King, 
the Fountain of Mercy, would extend it to them, 
In the mean Time, their Lordſhips thought it fit to 
leave them to the Mercy of the King, and ſo he 
hoped this Houſe will too, 

To the Exception of thoſe other four Perſons, 
that ſat in the ſeveral High Courts of Juſtice, their 
Lordſhips alſo adhere. He obſerved, It was ſome 
Moderation in the Houſe of Peers, that they take no 


more than one a- piece. He ſaid this was done among 


them ſuddenly, and at the Table, without Confer- 
ence with any other Perſons, or meditating a Re- 
venge, to ſhew the Candour and Plainneſs of their 
Proceedings: He confeſſed, it was equal and juſt, 
there ſhould be a like Expiation for the Breach 


made on the Privilege of the Commons, and that 


ſome Perſons ſhould be excepted on their Account: 
But their Lordſhips were as careful of the Privileges 
of this Houſe as of their own, and having more 
Reaſon to expect it from us, than to ſend it to us, 
therefore they omitted that. ;

Sir William Milde, Recorder of London, ſaid, © ua, © 
That he was not convinced by what had been read, 


nor could he concur with the Lords, ſo as to except 
all the King's Judges for Life, becauſe of the Pro- 
clamation. Mr, Stevens, Col. Shapcot, Mr. Trevor, 


and Sir Fohn Bowyer, moved to adhere to their for- 


mer Vote. Sir John Northcot, to petition the King. 
On the other Side, Sir Allen Broderick was for agree- 
ing with the Lords. Mr. Charlton ſaid, He did not 
underſtand how a Vote of the Houſe ſhould be a 
Contract, becauſe they broke it as to Vane and Lam- 
bert, Hafilrigge and Axtell ; and was for agreeing 
with the Lords. Sir Edward Turner ſaid, They 
were between two Rocks, the Honour of that Houſe, 


and the Deſire of the Lords; that they were Ma- 


ſters of their own Votes, and had pardoned Thurloe, 


whom before we condemned, and added Hacker, 


who they never thought on : He alſo was for agree- 

ing. Mr. Anneſley ſaid, He would willingly do Ju- 

ſtice for the King's Blood, and yet preſerve the Ho- 

nour of the Houſe, and moved for a Committee ta 

recollect and ſtate all that had been done in it before. 

Sir Heneage Finch put a Queſtion to the Houſe, Whe- 
ther it was better to venture the Shipwreck of the 
whole Veſſel, or throw a few over-board ? And 
faid, T hat, if they ſpared their Lives, they could not 
take one Acre of their Eftates by the Proclamation. 
He added, That if any one of them ſhould fly to a

On 
the other Hand, the Knight had many Speakers in 
his Behalf, - as, Sir Fohn'\Northcot, Major Tolburſt, 
Sir Ralph Knight, Lord Falkland, Mr. Prynne, Sir 
George Booth, and Sir Thomas Clarges.

After the reading of this Paper, the Houſe fell A Debate vpon 

into a Debate on this important Point, in which it; 
there were many Difficulties to get over. Mr. 
Prynne moved to pay no Arrears to thoſe that were 
with Lambert and others, and did not ſubmit. Sir 
John Northcot argued, That Scotland ſhould' pay to- 
wards the diſbanding of the Army. Sir William 
Morrice was for having the Army diſbanded on all 
Accounts; and ſaid, That Gunpowder was made of
